•nd encouraged thousand* of visitors to 
venture forth light seeing. 


Early morning prayer meeting* were 


held In thirty or more churches which 
formed the rallying point* of various 
atate delegation*. The topic of the meet- 
ing* wa* "Consecration. The forenoon 
meetings in the tent* although primarily 
ol the nature of a national rally were 
•trongly tinctured by the evangelistic 
•pirit.

endeavor controlled the whole of the 
morning program. In the third Armenia 
formed the *ole topic of discussion. The 
day'* exercise* were relieved of any idea 
of monotony by contract with what had 
(one before. The congregation* listened 
interestedly to the foreign speaker* with 
•trange name* and peculiar accent*.

ary aid. Wayland Hoyt of Philadelphia 
presided. Addreue* were delivered by 
Rev. Mr. Green of Armenia, Rebecca 
Krikorlan of Aintab, Turkey and Mar- 
garet Leitch of Jaffna, Ceylon.

•len on the enthusiastic audience be clos- 
ing her speech with aa eloquent appeal to 
American* by unfolding an American flag* 


The feature of the proceeding* in this 


tent wa* the address delivered by B. Fay 
Mm* tbe Evangelist on the Armen- 
ian question from its aspect as an interna- 
tional affair. He gave hi* views as to the 
proper attitude of the United State*. In 
the conne of his speech he made hostile 
allusion* to Minister Terrell because the 
latter had> advised the withdrawal of 
American missionaries from the point of 
danger in Armenia. 


He bitterly criticized the President and 


hi* administration for failure to interfere 
with Turkey while he alleged they were 
fomenting a quarrel with great vigor over 
Venezuela. President Clark presided over 
the meeting in tent WllUston which wa* 
addressed by Rev. Jos. Brown Morgan of 
England, Rev. Jesse Yoman of Persia, 
Rev. Geo.

his boatman says that before he was cap- 
tured Aguirre threw overboard many 
papers and a revolver. 
Owing to his 


claim of American citizenship the author- 
ities will await orders from Madrid as to 
whether he is to be tried by military 
court or according to civil law. 


Advices from Santiago De Cuba report 


an engagement fought with the Spanish 
troops under Jose Maceo in which Captain 
Menzon and other Cuban leaden were 
killed. It is now known that the insur- 
gent expedition under General Rafael 
Partuondo effected a landing at Tamayo. 
This expedition brought the insurgents a 
large quantity of ammunition, dynamite 
two cannon and 3000 uniforms. 


It is also reported that two other expe- 


ditions have landed, one near Baracos and 
another at Barrigua Beach. The insur- 
gent Carillo with a force of 2000 infantry 
and cavalry has marched westward past 
Nazareno and Remedioz, taking many 
mule* loaded with ammunition. It is 
thought he is retreating in the direction 
of Sancti Spiritus or Trinidad inconse- 
quence of being routed at Tarran.

HAS SHE SOLVED IT! 


The Garbag* Problem May Have to Yield 


to • Woman'* Ingenuity. 


Dr. M. H. Bowen has solved the gar- 


bage problem. She has succeeded, after 
two weeks' work, in bringing about such 
a union of effort bevTreen housewives, serv- 
ant girl 4 and garhtgc contractors that cer- 
tain parts of the Eleventh ward show no 
sign at ill smelling, disease breeding gar- 
bage boxes and are so clean that residents 
do not recognize their own house fronts 
•nd rears. Dr. Bowen has introduced an 
element of music into the problem, and 
the success of the experiment is attested by 
nearly all the physicians living in the 
ward. 


One of the drivers of Contractor Powell, 


who has the garbage contract for the ward, 
has been armed with a horn. At the sound 
of this housewives and servant girls bring 
out to the wagon in metal receptacles the 
garbage which has been collected during 
theprevloiis 84 hours. This does away with 
the necessity of the ordinary wooden boxes, 
which soon beeome saturated with filth, 
and whether empty or full are constant 
breeders of disease. It is proposed to give 
every driver one of these horns, and as fast 
as the houses are provided with the covered 
metal receptacles, which u n be kept In 
tho yard, the new system will be extended 
orer the entire ward. 


Dr. Bowen was led to undertake the 


work by the condition of the alley In tha 
rear of her residence. By a house to house 
canvass she finally succeeded in persuading 
all the residents in the block to got the 
metal receptacles and to do nway with the 
wooden ones. Then she explained her plan 
to Contractor Powell, who saw its advan- 
tages at once and readily consented to al- 
low the driver on that route to play the 
horn which would be furnished him by the 
residents. 


Having cleaned up the alley In the rear 


of her own residence, Dr. Bowen began to 
extend her operations. She gave two hours 
every day to the missionary work. The 
next place attacked was Ogden place, be- 
tween Ogden avenue and Paulina street 
There the wooden boxes sent their microbe 
laden smells heavenward from the curb- 
stones. Dr. Bowen found some difficulty 
in persuading the residents of the efficacy 
of the metal receptacles to be emptied at 
the sound of the horn. Some of the house- 
holders charged her with being in the pay 
of the contractor. She therefore considered 
it advisable to procure credential* from 
the physicians of the ward. By dint of 
many visits and much talking Dr. Bowen 
succeeded in banishing the foul wooden 
boxes from the locality and in putting in 
operation the horn blowing system. 


Superintendent Rhode of the street and 


alley cleaning bureau has given Dr. Bowen 
every encouragement and says her system 
will solve the problem. It also has the 
sanction of the Civic federation. Dr. 
Bowen ssld yesterday: 


"The point for -which I am working is 


the abolition of the wooden garbage box, 
saturated with filth to such a degree that 
even when empty it Is a serious menace to 
public health. I shall not stop my work 
until the entire Eleventh ward Is free from 
the wooden garbage box. I am now pre- 
paring a. circular which will be sent to 
every house in the ward, so that when I 
call my mission will be understood. Whon 
the system has been thoroughly tjried I 
shall endeavor to secure the passage of an 
ordinance making the system obligatory 
throughout thacitr."—.Chicaoo Beoo"*. 


BLACKINTON IN ARMS. 


Will Petition for the Revocation of tho 


Street Railway Franchise. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:— There is a, move- 


ment on foot in Blackinton to petition the 
selectmen of Williamstown to revoke the 
piiveleges'granted by the town to the 
Hoosac Valley Street Railway company 
on account of the condition in which the 
company has left the highway through 
this village. 


The company, in order to secure privi- 


leges from the town of 'Williamstown, 
promised to leave everything in as good a 
condition as they found It, but it appears 
that all they cared about was to lay the 
rails and get cor* running. While the 
people appreciate the running of the road 
through the village, and the accommoda- 
tions thereby afforded, they feel that the 
value of their property in several instance* 
has been depreciated several hundred 
dollars on account of the condition of the 
embankment and terraces. 
Many of 


our residents take pride 
in keep- 


ing their lawns looking well, but their 
labors are all in vain on account of the 
appearance of the embankments. The 
company have been given ample time to 
remedy this matter, and, as they have 
done nothing, the people are, going to 
take the matter into their own hands and 
will petition for a revocation of the 
priviliges granted by the town. 


The people have a good case and are 


determined to push it. 
They feel that 


the selectmen have not done their duty 
in the matter. They have been spoken 
to several times, but they have done 
nothing. The "grading" of the embank- 
ments alone will not satisfy them. Every- 
thing must be done in good shape and 
done quickly too.

The beauty of the Deerfield 
valley 


from Hoosac It Tunnel to the Connecticut 
river has long been famous, but near by is 
another region not less attractive and in- 
teresting about which much lees in known 
to the traveling public. It is one of those 
pretty by-ways through which the great 
stream of travel and commerce does not 
flow, yet which within a few years has 
been linked to the outer world by rail- 
road and business connections. 


This region, the upper Deerfield valley, 


extends northerly from Hoosac Tunnel to 
Wilmington, Vt., and is in many respects 
one of the most charming and interesting 
spots in this part of New England. As 
one writer has said, "Picturesque is too 
mild an adjective with which to preface a 
description of the beauties of nature that 
crowd the upper Deerfield riror region 
full to overflowing from Hoosac Tunnel 
to Haystack mountain, and even on be* 
yond, among the green-robed fields and 
forests there abounding." 


Bimlneaa Development. 


Something less than tea years ago the 


only entrance to this valley was an ordi- 
nary wagon road from the tunnel up the 
river to Readsboro and on to Wilmington, 
a distance of twenty-four miles. 
At 


length, however, a change came over the 
spirit of the dreams of the dwellers in 
this undeveloped wilderness. This change 
came in the days when paper was king, 
and when wood pulp first became the 
efficient handmaid of paper making. 
Holyoke, "the paper city," must hare 
wood pulp or fall behind in the struggle 
for supremacy in its own particular spec- 
ialty. 
It WBS then that the Newton 


Brothers, who had so effectually helped 
to put "the paper city" on Its commercial 
feet, turned a longing eye to this Green 
mountain range of hills as a promising 
field of operations, and now they are, like 
Robinson Crusoe, monarchs of much that 
may be surveyed all the way along up the 
river, from Hoosac Tunnel station up past 
the flourishing hamlet of Monroe Bridge* 
where the Bamage paper mills are located' 
past the prosperous village of Readsboro 
and the mammoth lumber and pulp plants 
at Mountain mills, to the charmingly 
located village of Wilmington and its sur- 
rounding pleasant farming community. 


Varlon* Industries. 


A puly mill was first projected in the 


immediate vicinity of which raw material 
and cheap power were happily combined. 
A dam that has a fall of seventy feet was 
thrown across the river and a pulp mill 
was set in operation for supplying some 
Holyoke mills with the newly introduced 
paper stock material. The product of the 
mill has since given place to the manufac- 
ture of paper box board and that of metal 
edged boxes, the manufacture being car- 
ried on under the corporation of the "Na- 
tional Metal Edged Box Company," whose 
production, twelve to fourteen tons of 
board and thousands of boxes daily, finds 
such demand as to require keeping the 
mill in operation night and day. It is the 
only establishment of its kind in the 
world, the company owning the patents 
under which the boxes are manufactured. 


A considerable portion of the product is 


what is popularly known as paper box 
board, it being, however, made entirely of 
wood resolved into its own elements again, 
after satisfactory results are had by means 
of radical processes of manufacture* 
Board of all desired colors, sizes and 
weights is here produced and the product 
finds ready sale not only in this country, 
but iu foreign lands. Here it is claimed 
may be seen the longest paper machine 
ever built, it being 200 feet in length from 
stuff-chest to Jay-boy, and having fifty 
dryers. Here also one may, if inclined to 
have the work done "while you wait,1' 
see a metal edged paper box made within 
the space of two hours, irom the time 
when the log of wood runs into the mill 
to that when the box comes out a "fin. 
ished product." 


The Chair Factory. 


The Readsboro Chair factory, like the 


metal box factory, is a prosperous estab- 
lishment, which Moses Newton has been 
prominent in developing, and where he is 
now largely interested. Havingoanquered 
one new world in the box factory enter- 
prise, others, it may be supposed, were 
easier to compass and manipulate. A 
small cotbed'factory at Readsboro, em- 
ploying some twenty hands, was secured 
and turned into the manufacture of cane 
seat chain. Such was the first product 
of the establishment, which was after- 
wards changed to that of folding the 
opera chairs, the manufactory now em- 
ploying, directly and indirectly, over ICO 
hands. The wares here made find ready 
customers in Australia, South Africa, 
England and elsewhere to the extent of 
sales of |50,000 to f 00,000 annually. 


The Nnrrofrtlnuffe Road. 


The expense of teaming supplies from 


the railway at Hoosac Tuunel, eleven 
miles to Reansboro, and of the product of 
the pulp mill from Readsboro to the tun- 
nel, was found to be a bar to satisfactory 
profit from the making of pulp. To over- 
come this difficulty the idea was con- 
ceived of a narrow-guage railway op the ; 
valley. This undertaking was indeed no 
small matter, but the former building ex- 
perience of its promoters in Holyoke's 
early days served a good purpose in the 
conduct of the new enterprise. Forest* 
were laid low, the snake-like path of the 


railway was laid out close upon the river 
bank and in duo time the neighing of Iron 
steed* was heard from hillside to hillside. 


Monroe Bridge. 


The opening of railway communication 


up the valley brought smiles to the sol- 
emn faces of the dwellers in that hereto- 
fore shut-away region. A new order of 
things the iron horse brought in among 
them. There was an abundance of unde- 
veloped water power all along the way. 
A dam of thirty feet fall was thrown 
across the river nt Monroe Bridge, where 
the James Raniage paper and pulp mills 
were built. 
Pleasant and comfortable 


homes were next in order and a pretty 
little village sprang up. The old wagon 
road running north and south where re- 
cently the "village" consisted of one house 
and a sawmill, now passes along by neat- 
ly kept homes, fine school house and 
public hall, post office and village stores. 
The beautiful and well-appointed resi- 
dence of James Ramage, crowning an ex- I 
tensive and handsome stretch of lawn in 
front, with a rich setting of forest back- 
ground in the rear, stands on an eminence 
overlooking the irregularly terraced sido- 
hill streets. Near by forests of spruce 
timber furnish the raw material for the 
manufacture of both pulp and paper. 
Everything I* made on the premises, a 
pulp mill turning out ten tons of pulp 
daily furnishing a portion of its product 
to outside mills, besides supplying its own 
adjoining paper mills. 


Othpr KnlrrprUr*. 


Next in the course of new enterprises 


in the valley, and of which the Newton 
brothers were promoters, was the estab- 
lishment of a mammoth pulp and lumber 
mill in the town of Wilmington, Irom 
Wilmington village. Here hard and soft 
wood lumber is sawed out and twelve or 
fourteen tons of spruce pulp are turned 
out daily and shipped to Holyoke, to be 
there transferred into paper in the mills 
of the Chemical Paper company. 


Next in order comes the plant of the 


Deerfield River Grain ar.d Lumber com- 
pany on the Wilmington branch of the 
river, and in the village of Wilmington 
proper, being the farthest up-stream ob- 
struction yet attempted by the Newton 
coterie of industrial effort in the upper 
Deerfield river valley. 


Wilmington. 


Wilmington is a pretty and attractive 


village whose business interests have rap- 
idly increased since the opening of the 
railroad. It is also one of the pleasun test 
summer resorts in Southern Vermont. 
For healthful recreation and rest no better 
place could be found. The Forest and 
Stream club has a commodious and hand- 
some club house near the foot of old 
"Haystack," and four miles from the vil. 
lage is Lake Raponda, on the shore of 
which is a large and excellent summer 
hotel. Each year bring* more people 
from the cities for the quiet enjoyment* 
here to be found, and, with the steady 
growth of its regular business enterprises, 
Wilmington bos every reason to be satis- 
fied with its present accomplishments and 
its prospects for the future. 


A Remwrknble < hunare. 


It is indeed a remarkable change which 


has come to the upper Deerfield Valley 
within the last decade. The introduction 
of the railroad and the many important 
business enterprises above mentioned 
have thrown off the old-time lethargy and 
transformed the region into one of 
modern bustle and activity. 
Its great 


natural resources have been made availa- 
ble, evidences of prosperity are to be seen 
on every hand, and the people may rest 
content in the knowledge that few com- 
munities have their lines cast in pleas- 
anter places than the upper Deerfield 
valley.

They ithe Republican party) are largely 
responsible for the popular wrath which 
finds expression in the speeches and the 
declarations and the candidates of 
Chicago.—Springfield Republican. 


Patsey Bolivar was the scapegoat of the 


school, but he was strong and healthy and 
good natured and didn't mind a licking 
when anyone was found able to give him 
one, much less did he care for the little 
tattle of the whiners who were everlast- 
ingly trying to saddle all sorts of offences 
upon him. 
They imposed upon his good nature and 


he let them do it because he didn't give a 
jap for any punishment the woman 
teacher could give him. He had sand 
enough in him to stand almost anything 
to help a weak whiner out of a scrape 
and save him from a deserved thrashing. 
It got so in the school that whatever 
breaches of discipline occurred when 
inquiry was made as to who the guilty 
one was, promptly would come from the 
really criminal sources the response 
"Patsey Bolivar did it." 


The accusations against him included 


the breaking of the whole code of school 
law from "thou shall not put bent pins 
in the teacher's seat" to wrongly locating 
the events of history or the continents of 
the world in class. Patsey had become so 
used to it that as soon as a call was made 
for the culprit he would walk right out 
from his desk in an absent minded way 
and complacently hold out his innocent 
hand for the punishment that should ab- 
solve some sneaking tell tale. 


One day in the history class the ques- 


tion was asked, "Who discovered Amer. 
lea?" One urchin was bound to show his 
Kind of information as usual and prompt* 
IT yelled out "Patsey Bolivar." Patsey 
walked oat from the desk with that far 
away smile on his faco thinking of royal 
things beyond the ken of his carping 
critics and falsifiers. With the same old 
air of nonchalance and politeness which 
would not permit him to dispute over a 
trifle in the school room he held out his 
hand saying "Excuse me, I'll never do it 
again." 


It broke the record for absurdity, and 


euded his scape-goat days. The story 
would be more apropos if we could see 
any possibility of a limit of absurdity, ever 
being reached among silly accusers who 
would say that the Republican party is 
responsible for the doings of populists, 
lilverites and anarchists under the gain 
of a Democratic convention. 


A LOCAL ILLUSTRATION. 


In an interesting article on the Davis 


mine published in the TRANSCRIPT last 
week the first announcement was made of 
the probable establishment of an impor- 
tant industry at Rowe or at Charlemont 
where the sulphur in the ore taken from 
the mine would be extracted and. con- 
verted into sulphuric acid. One plan has 
been to have the ore burned at the mine 
and the acid carried in a pipe to the Fitch- 
burg railroad a distance of four miles 
where it could ba, skipped to any part of 
the country in tanks. 


Another plan under consideration is to 


have the ore carried to Charlemont, per- 
haps by narrow-gauged road instead of by 
teaming as now, and have the acid 
extracted there where there would also 
be established a fertilizer manufactory. 
The advantages of both these ideas are 
teadily apparent. The acid could be 
•hipped to manufacturing establishments 
(Jirect whether the orders came through 
dealers or brokers or direct from manu- 
facturers, at a great saving of freight, 
storage, breakage, etc. 


The advantages to the farmers of West" 


ern Massachusetts and Southern Vermont 
in having a large fertilizer manufactory 
located in this locality would be great. It 
would mean an important reduction in 
price to them and this, with the conven- 
ience afforded, would greatly stimulate 
and encourage farm improvement all 
through this section. There is an equally 
good opening here for the manufacture of 
sulphite pulp, a very important industry, 
and the plan of establismg such a manu- 
factory is also being considered. 


A letter just received from Mr. Davis, 


written at his Xew York office, conveya 
the information that these plans which 
mean so much to this section and which 
would furnish such important additions to 
the industries of Western Massachusetts 
are likely to be carried out if McKinley is 
elected. 


Sentiment in no way affects or influences 


this statement. It is a pure matter of 
business with Mr. Davis and the capital- 
lit* wtto would be interested with him in 


the enterprise. He is in no sense a poll, 
tician, but a shrewd business man. If 
sentiment were permitted to color any 
statement of the kind it would more natu- 
rally lie such sentiment as would be agree- 
able to people of political views quite dif- 
ferent from our own, for Mr. Davis up to 
and into the Cleveland administration 
was a pronounced Democrat. He natu- 
rally would have no personal friendly 
feeling for McKinley for it was the Me- 
Kiuley bill, which strange as it may seem 
through error put Iron pyrites, the prod- 
uct of the Davis mine, on the free list. 


This is but one of the many enterprises 


which would benefit both agricultural and 
manufacturing interests and all classes of 
people that are held in suspense until the 
election of the Republican ticket and pro- 
tection to American industries are 
assurred. With such assurance firmly 
established we may expect to see such a 
starting up of new enterprises all over 
the country, putting the wheels of busi- 
ness into motion and money Into active 
circulation, as we hare not seen in years 
If ever.

MURDERED MAN'S MONEY. 


How it was Fonnd by the Old German 


Tenant. 


The finding of the foOO hidden by John 


Whaleu the night he was murdered by 
William Coy has made a sensation through- 
out Berkshire. The circumstances are as 
follows: An old German, whose name is 
not known by the officers, or even Michael 
Whalen, the interested nsighbor, was re- 
laying his hatchway wall; his wife was 
in the window above talking to him and a 
neighbor was working near. The German | 
removed a large stone and saw under it a i 
small tin box. He pickeditup and opened ' 
it and the sight that met bis eyes caused 
him to let forth a peal of laughter, which 
attracted the others. Just then another 
neighbor was passing and seeing the ex- 
cited group he approached and saw three 
$100 bills, two $50 and a number of smaller 
denomination. The last named neighbor 
went directly to Michael Whalen with the 
story, and together they visited the place 
and demanded the money, which was 
refused. Whalen then took legal steps to 
gain it, but as it was a find, the law pro. 
tects the finder in keeping it a certain 
length of time, provided he advertises 
and tries to find the real owner. The ef- 
fect that the money would have had in 
the trial is variously estimated, from the 
assertion that it would have convicted an- 
other person, to the statement that Coy 
would have been sustained in his confes- 
sion and have received a prison sentence 
instead of having to suffer capital punish- 
ment. 
Whalen being murdered, Coy 


hung, and the whereabouts of Mrs. Coy 
unknown, the real facts will probably be 
forever unknown.—Republican. 


THE ARMY WORM. 


Another and Dangerous Pest Added to the

That, of course, means a 
nice profit to the maker instead of a cer- 
tain loss, for zinc, of course, is cheaper 
than worsted."

Cheap Chlnene Wool, 


It is not, perhaps, generally known 


that the wool industry of America is 
being seriously threatened not only 
from the rapid increase in the produc- 
tion of sheep in the Argentine .Republic, 
Australia, Canada and some European 
countries, but also in China. Twenty- 
five years ago there were so imports into 
this country of China wools. In 1870 
there were 9,016 pounds of China wool 
imported, of the value of but $1,312, 
the imporj price per pound then being 
10.45 cents; whereas in the present year 
(1895) the irni^ra of China wool have 
reached 20,089,418 pounds, of the value 
of $1,690,414, the import price per 
pound being 5.15 cents. This China 
wool, moreover, has been demonstrated 
to be equal to our low grade of merino 
wool.—Hon. John H. Mitchell.

The renaissance of the mirror is at 


bond after its more or less indifferent 
treatment at the hand of fashion for n 
number of years. Mirrors are not now 
being bought and hung -with the abandon 
of the past ten years when they have 
stood simply fer necessity, but are again 
entering largely into the scheme of dec- 
oration. The mirror, which did not 
come into use as an article of household 
furniture until the sixteenth century, 
may be said to have reached the height 
of its decorative possibilities in the 
time of Louis XV and XVI, and the 
gamut having been rniig from the afflor- 
iated white and gold designs of that 
time down through the simpler lines of 
the empire and colonial to the oval, and 
finally the straight square frame of 
wood, lol here is a revival, and we have 
them all—Louis XV, Louis XVI, em- 
pire, colonial and oval—to choose from. 


A writer in The Decorator and Fur 


nisher also gives the following informa- 
tion Tc- Venice we owe the glass mir- 
ror and the Venetian mirror of today; 
its gilded, carved wood, delicate por- 
celain or majolica frame, still com-

Bewail, who was nominated for vice- 
president at Chicago Saturday, was 
born in Bath Me., on Nov. 25, 1835, and 
was the third son of the late William 
D. Bewail. He was educated in the 
public schools of Bath, and after an 
apprenticeship under his 
father he 


formed in 18S4 with his brother Ed- 
ward the firm of E. * A. Sewall, ship- 
builders and commission agents. The 
Bath Bewails have been closely identi- 
fied with Bath's chief industry, ship- 
building, since 1823, when William D. 
Sewall opened a small shipyard on the 
banks of the Kennebec, next to the 
family homestead. 
He was succeded 


in business by Clark & Sewall. These 
tivo earlier firms built twenty-nine 
wooden vessels between 1823 and 1854. 
The E. & A. Sewall firm dissolved in 
1879 by the death of Edward Sewall. 
In 1879 Arthur Sewall, his Stm, Wm. 
D. Sewall, and his nephew, Samuel S. 
Sewall, formed the firm of Arthur 
Sfwall * Co , which is still in exist- 
ence. To meet the conditions of the 
present time, the firm began some 
years ago to equip their shipyard with 
a plant for making steel vessels. They 
built the first steel American clipper, 
Dirigo. 
Mr. Sewall was for macy 


years prominent as a railroad man. 
He became a director of tha Maine 
Central Railroad company in 1875, and 
in 1S84 was 
elected its 
president, 


serving in that capacity until the elec- 
tion of Mr. Wilson several years ago. 
During this time Mr. Sewall was also 
president of 
the 
Portland, Moun' 


Desert and Machias Steamboat com- 
pany. 
Mr. Sewall has been a director 


of tome of the branch lines of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroad, 
and a director of the Mexican Central 
railway in 1884, 1885 and 1886. 
He ia 


also president of the Bath Rational 
bank. 
I, 
Came Oat for Free Stiver in '85. 


Mr. Sewall came out for free coinage 


«f silver in June, 1895. He was the 
democratic candidate for United States 
senator at the session of the Maine 
legislature in 1893. Mr. Sewall has 
always made his home at Bath. He 
married Emma Crooker of Bath, a 
daughter of the late Charles Crooker, 
who also was long and actively en- 
gaged in shipbuilding at Bath, on the 
29th Qf March, 1859, and has had thre« 
ions—Harold M., who achieved distinc- 
tion in the diplomatic service in Samoa 
during the first administration of 
President 
Cleveland, and who has 


since 
joined 
the 
republican 


party; William D., a member of the 
firm of Arthur Sewall & Co., and Dum- 
mer, who died in infancy. The Sew- 
all* are of an old and illustrious family 
on both sides of the water. The first 
American Sewall came here in 1634, and 
was born in Coventry, England, in 
1614, so that he was a young man to 
come into the wilderness. His sons 
were Samuel, John, 
Stephen and 


Nicholas. Samuel was the judge of 
witchcraft fame. John was the direct 
ancestor of the Sewalls in Maine. Dutu- 
rner Sewall, the grandfather of the 
first shipbuilder, came to Bath from 
York, which was also in the district of 
Maine, in 1763, and purchased the 
tract of land on which to this day 
stands the Sewall yard and the houses 
Of the Sewall family.

TO PROTECT NATIVE BIRDS. 


Effort. To lutnot Bohool OklMroa M *• 


tho Tain* at the Vontkorod Trik*. 


Washington, July 18.—An earnest 


plea is made by the biological division 
of the agricultural department that a 
bird division to be devoted te> instruct- 
ing children in the value of our native 
birds and the best mean* of protecting 
them, may be added to the school cal- 
endar. The idea originated with Prof. 
C. A. Babcock, the superintendent of 
•chools in Oil Clty\ Ta., where it has 
been in force with gratifying results 
for several years. The suggestion has 
received the cordial approval of Secre- 
tary Morton, who, in a letter to Prof. 
Babcock, pays high tribute to the 
beauty and utility of the feathered 
tribe. One extract from the secretary's 
letter, which is herewith given, is es- 
pecially interesting: "Birds," says he, 
"are of inestimable value to mankind.

Their industry, patience and ingenuity 
excite our admiration; their songs in- 
spire us with a love of music and poe- 
try; their beautiful plumages and 
graceful 
manners 
appeal 
to our 


aesthetic 
sense;

long mi- 


grations to distant lands stimulates 
our imaginations and tempt us to in- 
quire what are the causes of these 
periodic movements and, finally, the 
endless modifications of form and hab- 
its by which they are enabled to live 
under most diverse conditions of food 
and climate—on land and at sea—in- 
vite the student of nature* into inex- 
haustible fields of pleasurable re- 
search."

Under initials which 
indicate the names of the personages 
implicated in the scandals the authors 
of the pamphlet rehash the old stories 
which were published long ago, manj | 
of which have been repeatedly shown ' 
to be untrue. Von Kotze's wife ,who 
is staying at Edmansdorff, the guest 
of the Princes* of Saxe-Meiningen, 
know* nothing of the pamphlet and 
others of von Kotze's friend* declare ' 
that the publication of the stories waa 
not authorized by him.

A Paiuo In the Baitarn Situation. 


With the king of Greece at Aix-les 


Baine, the czar on the eve of visiting 
the European capitals, and all of ths 
leading diplomats contemplating holi- 
day, there will be a pause in the devel- 
opments of the situation in the east, 
as might have been expected. The 
Politische Correspondenz, an official 
organ, has information that Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovsky will devote his

Dr. Nicolaides, 
the official representative of the Cre- 
tan reform committee, who is now in 
Berlin, distrusts the present compara- 
tive calm and regards it only as a 
brief truce before the breaking out of 
the storm. The only chance of per- 
manent peace in Crete, he declares, 
lies in the intervention of the powers 
and the granting of autonomy to the 
island.

received here from Canea to the effect 
that although the Christian deputies 
will attend the opening of the session 
of the Cretan asssembly they do not 
intend to engage in debate with the 
Moslem deputies, but will present Be- 
rovitch Georgi Pasha, the newly ap- 
pointed Christian governor of Crete, 
who will preside, a document setting 
forth the claims of the Christian Cre- 
tans to which will be added a demand 
for a universal suffrage and the reeog- j 
nition of a Cretan flag with a cross ' 
thereon. They will give the porte a 
short time in which to respond to 
these demands, and if the porte's 
reply shall be unfavorable, as it cer- 
tainly will be, the Christian depu- 
ties will constitute an independent as- 
sembly.
